16 Ohio Hunters 
Killed, 79 Hurt 
In Accidents 


Although Pickaway County hunt-, 
ing accidents were light. 16 Ohio­ 
ans have already lost their lives 
and 79 others have been injured as J 
a direct result of firearms during 
the Ohio hunting season. 
Ohio Division of Wildlife offi­ 
cials said Monday that these fig 
tiles, 
although 
not 
considered 
exact, are the result of compila­ 
tion of information 
on 
hunting 
fatalities and accidents through 
out the state. 
Two weeks remain in the small 
game season in Ohio. 
The death and accident toll in­ 
cluded in the totals combines all 
those reported since June I, 1951 
through the week of December IO. 
The fatalities recorded 
to date 
more than doubles the total of 1950, 
in which only seven deaths were 
recorded as a direct result of fire­ 
arm s. Last year at the end of the 
small game season 112 had been 
irfjured by hunting mishaps, which 
is expected to be slightly 
higher 
than this year.

OF THE 16 fatalities recorded, 
eight were the result of the 
dis­ 
charge of the hunter's own 
gun, 
while seven were caused by guns in 
the hands of a 
companion. 
One 
hunter was killed by a bullet from 
th* gun of an unknown person. 
Six of the deaths occurred before 
the Ohio small game season and IO 
occurred since November 15. Ten 
died as a result of shotgun wounds 
while six were 
killed 
by 
bullets 
from rifles. The average age 
of 
hunters killed was 24.6. 
The statistics show that the ma 
jority of the fatalities were caused 
by

accidental

guns. Six were killed in this m an­ 
ner while four met death because 
they were in the line of fire of an ­ 
other hunter's gun. 
The records show that the m a ­

THERE S A LAW 
DURING tile excitem ent, not to say con­ 
sternation, accompanying disclosures in 
Washington of bribery, fixing, influence 
peddling and every hue of shady conniving, 
somebody took time to look up the law in 
the matter. Quite a law it is. too. It not 
only provides penalties for those who ac­ 
cept bribes, but it is also a bit tough on 
those who offer to pay them. Considering 
these m iscreants, the law says: 


“ Whoever promises, offers or gives any 
money, or thing of value, or m akes convey­ 
ance of anything of value to any officer or 
em ploye or person acting for or in behalf 
of the United States or any department or 
agency thereof, or anv officer or person 
acting for or in behalf of a m em ber 
of 
Congress or any com m ittee of either house, 
is subject to a fine of not more than three 
tim es the amount of such money or value 
of anything given, or imprisonment of not 
m ore than three years, or both.” 


So far only those who have 
accepted 
bribes have been forced out of office or 
are under suspicion. For every bribe-taker 
there is a briber. Why should not som e of 
the clever people who paid for special priv­ 
ileges, tax exemptions or government con­ 
tracts be made to pay the penalty? 


The legal department of the government 
is still dragging its feet in moving against 
those who accepted bribes, and seem s to 
ignore the bribers entirely. 


RETTER HEALTH 
W HENEVER medical men get together 
in a convention th e y f*ilk shop. More than 
5,000 m em bers of the American Medical 
association, gathered in Los A ngeles.dis­ 
cussed m any interesting features of their 
profession, televised operations in color, 
and did not neglect to pav their respects 
to socialized medicine—with able a s s i s - 
tance from Sen. Harry F. Byrd and Sen. 
Robert A. Taft. 


Many of the facts brought out at 
the 
meeting are of interest to laymen, who will 
benefit by them. For example, doctors will 
see fewer sick persons in the future 
be­ 
cause more frequent checkups and earlier 
diagnosis will prevent illnesses. 


The 
trend 
toward 
specialization 
has 
slowed down, it was revealed, and many 
recent medical school graduates are m ov­ 
ing into sm aller communities. They 
will 
have the aid of big city clinics, nurses and 
other modern facilities which will permit 
them to give the best medical service to 
increasing hundreds who formerly were 
without such complete attention. 
Because of modern wonder drugs a d oc­ 
tor doesn’t find it necessary to send 
as 
many patients to specialists as form erly, it 
was emphasized at the convention. T h e 
doctors say one of everv four persons is 
too fat. Otherwise the nation’s health

best of m y ability imposed upon me the 
duty of preserving, by every indispensable 
m eans, that G overnm ent—that nation, of

Comporting one’s official life to the pres­ 
ervation of the nation m ay conflict at tim es 
with one’s private interests.

to keep up face.

Very 
large hernias at tile navel usually 
require an operation as soon as 
possible. Sometimes the physi­ 
cian can almply tape together the 
opposite sides of the opening, 
and thus help correct the hernia 
of the navel. 
One of the commonest spots for 
hernia in infants and young 
children is the groin. Tins Is 
known as an Inguinal hernia. An

It is not a good idea to delay 
operating on an Infant with in­ 
guinal hernia. This condition can 
result in obstructing the bowel or 
cutting off the blood circulation 
to an organ inside the hernia. 
These complications in children 
are much more dangerous than a 
simple hernia operation in the 
hands of a skilled surgeon.

others, lured by tales of Ute mine s 
richness during the last 60 years, 
have died in search of it. 
g u ee r thing about G aspard is he 
apparently had a premonition he 
would die looking for Lost Creek. 
When he aet out, he left a note 
with friends. Opened m onths after 
he had gone, the note said: 
“By 
Ute time you read thin, I will have 
passed to the G reat Beyond." 
G aspard apparently is typical of 
Ute stran g e sort of individual who. 
rath er than do anything else in 
the world, is completely agreeable 
to risk lifelong disappointm ent and 
even death to find gold. 
Some of the richest lost gold 
mines in the world are said to lie 
located along the

S tates border. These mines were 
worked centuries ago by wealthy 
Spanish families who made no a t­ 
tem pt to work out entire veins of 
gold, but only m ined when they 
needed some money. 
When the 
families died out the "spare-tlm e” 
gold mines were forgotten.

fortunes—like

Nevada prospector who wandered 
into a Gold Rush ghost to # n .

He said: “ July 25, 1951 was the 
final date for veterans to begin 
training under the GI Bill, with the 
exception of those who were dis­ 
charged after July 25, 1947 a n d 
those who enlisted or reenlisted in 
the service between Oct. 6, 1945. 
and Oct. 6, 1946. These veterans 
may begin their 
training 
within 
four years after their discharge.

“ THE VETERAN who entered 
the service between Oct. 6. 1945, 
and Oct. 6, 1946, may count his en­ 
tire period of enlistment as eligibil­ 
ity time toward GI training. How­ 
ever. if the veteran entered t h e 
service prior to Get, 6, 1945. he 
can count only the time prior to 
July 25, 1947, toward his eligibility 
time. 
“ If a veteran was in training on 
or prior to July 25. 1951, or other 
cut-off date applicable to his case, 
and interrupted such training be­ 
cause of normal Sum m er vacation 
or for a reason beyond his control, 
he may resume his course within 
30 days, or at the first time enroll­ 
ment of students is permitted 
in 
th ' course. If the training was in­ 
terrupted because of illness, it will 
be the veterans’ responsibility to 
establish the validity of the claim 
as well as the period claimed. 
“If training is interrupted by 
reason of being called or ordered 
bick to active duty. it may be 
resumed within 30 days after dis­ 
charge. or at the earliest 
date 
enrollment of students 
in 
t h e 
course is permitted. If a veteran 
who had never initiated a course 
o elicit ation of training is railed 
back to active duty, he will not 
be permitted to enter 
training 
after discharge. 
“ Yeteran-teachers who t e a c h 
during the regular school year and 
take training during successive reg­ 
ular Summ er sessions may c o n ­ 
tinue1 this method, provided

f.dining leads directly toward
